ARRIAGE in its highest attain- 


ment is a sacred thing. To 
many it still remains as such. Thera 
has been a great laxity on the par’ 
of many others. “Marry in haste, 
divorce at leisure”, has been the pol. 
icy of more people than is good fo: 
2 race. From a pure biological and 
physical standpoint, if the human 
race is to develop, children must be 
cared for. Homes in which the fathex 
anc mother no longer agree are not 
good for the development of the child. 
When thesc homes are broken in tho 
divorce court, the best that can bi 
done for the children is too often a 
poor substitute for a home. 


HERE is only ong real solutio» 
for the problem. The passing of 


laws which make mariage more diffi- 
cul; is one step: The next step should 
be the prohibiting of anyone divorced 
tc re-marry, and an age limit adopted 
under which no one could marry. I: 
wil! be necessary under such a pol- 
icy for many foolish notions to ba 
abandoned. Marriage and divorce 
are altogethr too popular for the 
good of those concerned. 

HIS. solution sounds _— Puri- 

tanical and ii also seems harsh. 
The only alternative is to abolish 
marriage altogether. What the re. 
sul would be would require a highly 
speculative individual to prophesy. 
Action should be taken at once, before 
il. is too late.
